Dr. Felix Oswald has a paper in the May 


number of Popular Science on tlie "Remedies 
of Nature* for consumption. 
Some of the 


suggestions are worthy of earefnl attention: 


"The ignorant motlior, who, with <he beet in- 


tention in the world, forces her child to uleop 
hi on air-tight bedroom, incurs the penal ties of 
an inexorable law as surely as the vicious 
father who tempts his child to a life of infamy. 
In the aggregate, hygienic recklessness; am], 
if we would know the moat baneful of those 
errors, we must inquire after the cause of the 
most fatal disease. The alcohol habit Glitys its 
thousands every year; bnt statistics prove that 
human life has s more terrible toe. ;Tlia pro- 
portion of deaths from all diseases that can be 
ascribed to the effects of intemperance relates 
as three and a half to ton in northern Europe, 
and aa four to ten in the United States and 
Canada — to the mortality rate of pulmonary 
consumption. 
Without 
counting 
acute 


pneumonia and 
other 
fatal 
lung dis- 


eases, 
tubercular 
phthisis 
alone 
claims 


yearly one life out of 410 to 115; or an 
aggregate which, for the United States, has 
been estimated at 94,000; in Great Britain and 
Ireland, 110,000 (or one of every 300 inhabi- 
tants): in France, 80,000; in European Bussia, 
105,000; in northern Germany (including the 
Polish provinces of Prussia), 82,000. Ana the 
quantum of the mischief i> still aggravated by 
its quality. Consumption fulfills no scaven- 
ger's mission; the most voracious is, •withal, 
the most fastidious disease, and seleote its vic- 
tims from the most industrious classes of .the 
noblest nations; hard-working mechanics, de- 
voted supporters of large families, bread-win 
ning laborers and prize-winning students are 
its favorite victims. For the last fifty years its 
ravages have steadily increased; but the excess 
of the evil has finally revealed the means of 
delivereuoe, and the worst scourge of the 
human race has oue redeeming feature: that 
its cause, and consequently its proper 'cure, 
have at last been determined with absolute 
certainty. 


It has been shown that the population living 


»t an elevation of 4,000 feet in Europe are 
quite free from consumption. 
The same fact 


ia noticed of populations under like conditions 
in this country. But the breathing of Vitiated 
air in manufactories or close apartments 'tends 
to th» development of pulmonary scrofula. 
Thera ia aucb a thing as indigestion of res- 
piration, or of tho gaseous food taken into the 
lungs. All tubercular diseases are bred by 
numid climates and stagnant air. It follows 
that consumption, if not actually bred, is 
rapidly developed by impurities of atmos- 
phere, whether in close rooms or in a larger 
environment It has bceu pretty well settled 
that in certain stages of consumption parasites 
appear in the system. They are bred in im- 
purities; they are a phase of the diseasa 


"Six years ago & German physician demon- 


strated that tlie progress of pulmonary scrof- 
ula can be arrested by a pectoral injection of 
carbolic acid; and one of his countrymen 
lately ascertained that the tubercle virus is 
alive with microscopic parasites that multiply 
like the spores of a prolific mushroom. The 
first development of these lung devourers 
would seem to amount to a sentence of speedy 
death; vet their fecundity hardly exceeds that 
of certain intestinal parasites, and the 
VIB 


vitce baa methods of her own for dealing with 
snob foes, and is ever ready to begin the battle 
for life, on the sole condition that wo do not 
complicate the difficulties of the undertaking 
by counteracting her efforts or by perpetuat- 
ing the iotiuence ou the original cause. Cease 
to feed the lungs with azotic gases, and Dr. 
Koch's animalcnla will starve and disappear 
as surely as maw worms will starve and disap- 
pear if we change a pork and sauerkraut diet 
for bread and apples." 
Dr. Oswald maintains that in all except the 


last stages of consumption, that disease can be 
subdued by outdoor exercise. He advises that 
everybody should get rid of the night air 
eupe'rstitions and learn to enjoy tho blessings 
of an airy bedroom. 
"In families cursed with 


tho night air superstition, children are often 
fuddled with miasma till they prefer it to fresh 
air, and dislike to Bleep near an open window." 


"Millions of prisoners, school-children and 


factory-slaves pine for lung food as a starving 
man yearns for bread; arid that hunger cannot 
be stilled with cough pills, but only with fresh 
air. There are adjuvant remedies which will be 
noticed hereafter, bnt their co-operation is not 
indispensiblc. 
Without a sufficient supply of 


wholesome food, without warm clothes, with- 
out domestic comforts, under the disadvantage 
even of excessive hardships and protracted 
fasts, a three months' mountain excursion, 
with or without tents, will cure all the symp- 
toms of the disease with the excaption of on 
accelerated pulse and a panting respiration 
during active exercise. 
Canadian trappers 


who leira their supply camp with a bad cough 
get rid of it on the ufth or sixth day 'out.1 
They may get foot sure, and. if game ia scarce, 
hipped «ud homesick, but the feeling of hale- 
ness about the chest continues. Night (route 
do not affect it 
Fatigues rather improve it 


They may wake up with a feeling of f rost- 
enmp from their chilblained toed to their 
sniveling knees, but tbe lungs are at ease ; no 
cough, no asthmatic distress, no stitch-like 
pains, no night fever." 


Consumption is recognized as a zymotic dis- 
ease. If that is true, then it is a disease bred 
and aggravated by filth. The slums of the city 
breed it, and dark rooms, badly-ventilated 
workshops, and manufactories. Cold, pure 
mountain air begins to work an alleviation at 
once. Consumption results when the lungs 
are ill fed. It is starvation through the lungs. 
Dr. Oswald points out that malnutrition hast- 
ens the disease. Fat ia the best lung food, 
and sweat cream is the beet of all. The symp- 
toms of tuberculosis can be artificially pro- 
duced by repeated Inoculation. The diet at' 
persons inclined to pulmonary diseases eh'joKl 
be nntrieioiiB and more stimulating. The in- 
habitants of the Polar regions consume enir- 
nious quantities of fat 
The cold Una a 


tendency, also, to neutralize and keep down 
filth-breeding diseases. 
Tho Esquimaux 


comes out of a skin-covered but alter six 
months of hibernation where time has been 
no ventilation, bnt where a diet of fat and low 
temperature have preserved him from tuber- 
cular diseases. Dr. Oswald does Dot conclude 
his paper. While there is not much in the 
way of discovery, there is the assertion of 
many old truths with a great deal of clearness 
and force. If consumptives csn bo cured by 
fresh air, dietary precautions and a good 
climate, surely Ofcliforui* is tbe beet place in 
the world for a perfect demonstration.

He is recognized in polite society, 
and scratching ia tolerated, as in Scotland, 
Ticks abound in the cattle pastures. Thoy 
consist of an india-rubber sack attached to a 
small cork-scrow head, which latter they insert 
ender your cuticle and through which they 
draft your precious sanguinous fluid into the 
sack. You are apprised of one's presence by 
suddenly feeling a protuberance as large as a 
buckahot, occasioned by the extension of the 
sack. You attempt to drag it off, but succeed 
only in pulling the body,away, after which you 
can dig1 out the head at your leisure with your 
hunting-knife. The red bug is to be found ou 
nearly all the hauling grounds, near fresh 
water, exactly where yon desire to encamp, 
and is very apt to appear in a swarm whou 
he comes. I cannot describe him, as I havo 
never subjected him to microscopic eaami- 
nation. To the naked eye he has the appear- 
ance of a light prick from the point of a very 
fine needle. He burrows entirely under the 
cuticle. The poison is sure in its action, the 
irritation is insufferable, and the general re- 
sult is a soro as large as a half dollar, which 
wilt resist cure tor weeks.

Moaqnitoes, after the 1st of May, become a 
terrible peat. They are of the small black 
variety, exceedingly poisonous, come in clonda, 
and make life unendurable in some localities. 
Ijut the worst of all, to the hunter or fisher- 
man, ia the sand-Hy. Ho comes all at onoo, 
ami his name is legion. You are bunting on 
the sea-beach, among the mangroves or jinl- 
mettoes, or anchored in a bay or cat iu one of 
the keys, when the br6ej» suddenly dies out 
A cobweb of (lie falls upon forehead, checks, 
neck, and hands, and iilla up your eyes, cars, 
nostrils and mouth. 
Blind, breathless, sore, 


and suffering, there ia nothing for it but to 
sin render at once and rnaor low for your life. 
They are infinitesimal black gnata, resembling 
those which are the pests of tho Lake Superior 
forests, and aro so light that the smallest 
breath of the breeze is sutlieieut to relieve you 
of them, otherwise they would reuder souie 
regions uninhabitable.

At 
that hour there were thousands of people 
on the bridge, most of them coming from 
Brooklyn. The air was clear and brisk, 
and people were walking rapidly. As the 
crowd approached the snort flight of steps 
those in front pushed baek for fear they 
would he precipitated o%er the Kteps, a 
distance of about six feet.

Memorial Day in Deoatur—The 


Soldier Dead Eulogized by 


Dr. Davlea. 


Synopsis of the Address-Graves strewn 


with Flowers. 


Memorial Day—the occasion of general 


hanksgiving to the soldier dead and liv- 
ing, who sacrificed their lives and braved 
dangers and fought bravely and trinm- 
ihantly for the right and preservation ot 
he Union—was appropriately and patri- 
otically observed in Decatnr, by a general 
ascension of business, and the observ- 
ance of fitting memorial exercises, which 
were held at the tabernacle because of 
he rain and mud. The exercises were 
xmducted under the direction of I>un- 
mm Post, No. 141, Grand Army of the 
Republic, which organization had pre- 
pared for an imposing parade, but had to 
give it up on account ot the onpropitaous 
weather. 


The tabernacle was crowded et 2:30 p. 


m. The members of the Knights ot La- 
K>r sat together in a body, as did also the 
military and school children. The O. A. 
I. band and members of Dunham Poet 
xjcupied seats on the stage which had 
>een provided for them. 


THE EKEB07BES. 


Major G. B. Steele, Post Commander, 
iresided. He called upon Adjutant Phil- 
>rook, who read the Grand Army orders 
or the observance of the day. Chaplain 
A. C. Stevens offered prayer, and the 
Arion Quartette sang a vocal selection. 


THE ORATION. 


Rev. E. N. Davies, the orator of the 


day, was then presented by the Com- 
mander. 


He introduced his remarks by the ques- 
ion, "What does the strewing of flowers 
in graves signify?" It may aiean a per- 
sonal love for the dead, a love for the 
cause that they died in, a respect for their 
self-sacrificing devotion to principle; all 
hese causes are united no doubt on this 
occasion, but we may ask the question 
again, "What prompts us to strew flowers 
on the graves of these dead?" It is not a 
natter of personal love; for the great 
lost of these dead were personally un- 
:nown to those who are strewing the 
lowers. Though the rank and file of the 
army who have passed away were of va- 
ried character, yet their surviving com- 
ades have no cause to be ashamed of 
hem; they compare with any who hare 
3arried arms in all the past It is love 
or the cause they died in; this cause had 
several features: 


1st, The maintenance of law and order. 
2d, Maintenance of justice and right 
among men. 


3d, The furtherance of the cause of hu- 
man liberty. 


We honor the dead for their self-sacri- 


icing devotion to principle. They did 
not die in the effort to acquire riches; the 
greatest triumph they could hope for 
would not add a dollar to their posses- 
sions. They did not die to secure politi- 
cal power; the majority could not hope 
or more than simple citizenship. These 
nen did not die for a party; many of 
;hem were not members of the party in 
jower. A patriot uses a party for the 
rarpose of the promotion of principle, 
while a demagogue uses a party for the 
mere purpose of gaming or retaining 
lower. These men died for a principle 
n the maintenance of law and order, and 
he maintenance of the cause ot human 
iberty. Their bravery was not that of 
.he mere animal, the Indian, the lawless 
rioter; it was that of men impressed with 
principle. What kept scores of thou- 
landa in Anderspnville and Libby prison, 
dying in starvation, when an oath of ad- 
lerence to the rebel government would 
lave set them free? 
Nothing but prinoi 


>le; they were willing to suffer rather 
ihan betray the cause for which they 
fought. They fully proved that the old 
spirit of the patriotic fathers lived in 
heir worthy sons. 


We are in debt to the dead: 
1st, To see to it that slavery never ogain 


obtains a foothold on our soil 


2d, These men died to make tbe human 
race better, and we must not be eon tented 
with their victories and their achieve- 
ments. We must go forward in the sup- 
pression of and rooting out of everything 
;liat tends to produce political dishones- 
;y, dissoluteness of morals and lawless- 
ness. 


Spain and England gave us slavery, and 


ihese men died to wipe it out. France 
ind Germany have given us communism, 
Nihilism and the saloon, and it is o— 
work to root them out. 


In conclusion, the speaker said: One 


sad thought follows—we, the Q. A. B., 
form an organization which cannot grow; 
it must pass away, must diminish, as the 
death roll increases, until it is gone to 
join our comrades who perished in the 
struggle. 


We have only outlined this address; it 


was listened to with great interest, and 
was filled with eloquent thoughts which 
are worthy to be long remembered by the 
large audience. 


After music by the band and a song 


from the Arion Quartette, the doxology 
was sung and the benediction pronounc- 
ed by Rev. W. H. Prestley, pastor of the 
Presbyterian church. 


The graves of the dead were decorated 


by the Post of G. A. B.; the floral offer- 
ings were entrusted to their care, as tbe 
condition of the weather kept the greater 
part of the friends from participating in 
the exercise.
